LOOKS LIKE EASY STREET. 


The Situation at the ,Treasury Seems to Be 
Much More Favorable. 

Washington, May 2.—(Special.)—Secreta- 
ry Carlisle, when he returns to his desk to- 
morrow morning, will find a very material 
improvement.in the condition of the national 
finances. 

When he left for New York to witness the 
naval review the gold reserve fund was, 
in the language of the paddock, about $5,- 
000,000 to the bad. There is now about 
$3,000,000 of free gold in the treasury, ac- 
cording to a réliable estimate based upan 
a computation of the gold offering during the 
past week. The gold is steadily piling up 
from day to day and the fact that there 
were no withdrawals of the yellow meta) for 
shipment from New York on Saturday last 
and that the steamey which lea New York 
today will bear no Amertean gold, no report 
of withdrawals having reached the treasury 
department, makes the situation compara- 
tively easy. The low rate of exchange would 
seem to indicate that there will be very 
light shipments of gold by Saturday's steam- 
ers, if, indeed, there are any nat all. 

There is considerable speculation as te 
whether Secretary Carlisle has made a deai 
with the Chicago bankers for a large ad- 
dition to the treasury gold. The weight of 
opinion was that he has and it is expected 
that the aid thus furnished by Chicago will 
dispel the uneasiness which has been felt 
throughout the country since the begin- 
ning of the gold scare.

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SUGAR PLANTERS ALARMED 


At the Suggestion to Suspend the Bounty—A 
Meeting Called. 


New Orleans, May 2.—The sugar: plant- 
ers, of Louisiana, have been alarmed of 
late by the expressions of the northern 
press on the subject of sugar bounty and 
especially by the declaration made _ this 
week that the president had asked the at- 
torney general if it would be legal to sus- 
pend the bounty at once without waiting 
for the action of congress. 

Accordingly, it has been decided to hold 
a convention to dicuss the situation. Pro- 
fessor S. W. Knapp, who presided over 
the late state immigration convention and 
was chosen by the governor as a delegate 
to the Richmond conference, has called a 
mecting for June 10th at New Libcria of 
sugar and rice growers to take steps to 
fight the repeal of the bounty law unless 
in retutn for its repeal the sugar duty is 
put on. The convention will prepare a 
statement showing the growth of the sugar 
industry under the pounty system, the 
large number of persons interested in its 
culture, the capital invested and the millions 
of doHars spent in purchasing machinery 
in the north for its production.

LOSS AT LOUISVILLE 


Thirty-Five Buildings - Burned- There 
Last Night. 


ROOFS ABLAZE FOR BLOCKS AROUND. 


A Six-Story Electric Power Build- 
ing Burns First, 


AND WALLS CRUSH. OTHER BUILDINGS. 


Twenty Engines Have Hard Work Check- 
ing the Flames—Some of the 
Losses and Insurance. 


Louisville, Ky., May 2.—A fire broke out 
in the Power building a great six-story 
structure on Third street near Green, short- 
ly before midnight, destroyed and damaged 
thirty-five buildings, causing a loss of be 


‘tween $300,000 and $400,000. 


The plant of the Louisville Steam and 
Electric Motor Power Company, is one of 
the largest plants in the country and space 
in it is rented to smal] and large manufac- 
turers. The fire broke out in the depart- 
ment of the power company on the fourth 
floor, but the origin is unknown, The big 
building was soon ablaze on every floor and 
soon fel] in. crushing adjoining buildings 
and also the office of The Christian Observ- 
er across the street. ; 

The fire then spread east to an alley and 
then to Green street. The huge livery sta- 
ble of E. I. Everson & Co., caught next, 
and here was a battle royal with twenty 
fire companies at work. 

At 1 o’clock the flames were under con- 
trol, but still dangerous, Roofs were ablaze 
for blocks areund, and the office building of 
the Louisville Water Company, with valu- 
able books and papers seemed doomed, but 
was saved after hard work. Two fireman, 
one named Kessler, the other name un- 
known, were-injured by a falling wall, and 
Aerial trrk No. 5 smashed to splinters. 
The offices of the Frankfort Lottery Com- 
pany were damaged by water. With the 
exception of the power puilding the struc- 
tures destroyed and damuged were two and 
three stories high and were not very valu- 
able. The greatest losses are:

No Danger at Cincinnati~Lands Overflowed 
in Missouri and Arkansas. 
Cincinnati, O., May 2.—The heavy rains 
have ceased and cooler weather prevails. 
The danger of a disastrous flood in the Ohio 
river is not imminent, as it is now but 
fifty feet and seveh inches and rising a half 
inch an hour. The greater damage is along 
the smaller rivers in Ohio. The Miami is 
higher than since YS884. Paper mills at 
Franklin and Middleton are compelled to 
stop. Along the Little Miami, thousands 
of acres of planted ground are submerged. 
Along the Scito, the same state of affairs 
exist.. The city park at Chillicothe jis flooded 
and the bottom lands are all under wuter. 
Floods in Missouri. 


St. Louis, May 2.—Advices from southern 
Missouri and southeast Arkansas are to 
the effect that the third flood this year in 
the White and Black rivers is now pouring 
down in these streams and doing yvrea 
damage to ail kinds of property. A large 
part of the Poplar bluffs, on both sides of 
the Black river, is submerged and people 
have been obliged to abandor their homes. 
The tron Mountain railway track is washed 
Out in several places in the bottom lands 
along both White and Black rivers, and is 
flooded for scores of miles and all crops are 
greatly damaged or wholly destroyed. At 
Steelville, on the Meramee river in Craw- 
ford county, Missouri, water poured through 
the main streets four feet deep, thooded 
houses, and people had to be taken from 
their homes on horseback. The branch of 
the St. Louis and San Francisco railway 
between Steelville and Salem, which runs 
through the iron mining region is washed 
out in a dozen places, bridges havin® been 
swept away, and it will take ten days or 
more to repair it. 

The Situation at St. Louis. 


St. Louis, May 2.—From the present 
at least, danger from further damage from 
high water“seems to be over. The water 
this afternoon became stationary. 

On this side no further serious damage 
has been reported, and on the other side, 
the situation is about the same as last night. 
The new levee near the Mobile and Ohio 
tracks south of East St. Louis, is in im- 
minet danger. Men and teams have been 
working steadily to save it for forty-eight 
hours, but tonight it looks as if their efforts 
will be fruitless. A comparison of the 
present stage of water of a year ago would 
cause one to shudder if there was any_prob- 
ability of a proportionate rise this year. 
A year ago, today, the river registered 
20.5 feet and it ateadily rose until the 19th 
when the maximum of twenty-six feet was 
reached.

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DIED BY HER SIDE. 


An Awful Crime Reported from Gresford, 
. Wales, 


A SERVANT KILLS HIS MISTRESS, 


And Placing Her Body Upon a 
Bed, 


SENDS A BULLET INTO HIS BODY, 


And Is Found Deed Beside the Body of 
His Victim—Other Criminal News 
of the Day. 


London, May 2.—A frightful tragedy is 
reported from the town of Gresford in 
Dendebigshire, Wales. Mrs. Whittle, a 
resident of that place, had in her service a 
groom named Shellard. The groom had 
been enjoying a holiday and returned to 
the house of Mrs. Whittle yesterday even- 
ing. After his return he followed his mis- 
tress into her bedchamber. A parlor maid, 
named Taylor, also in the service of Mrs. 
Whittle, was downstairs at the time, but 
does not appear to have apprehended any- 
thing unusual until she heard a shot, evi- 
dentiy from a pistol, in the bedchamber. 
She ran to the room where her mistress 
was and found her in a dying condition 
from the pistol shot. Shellard, the groom, 
held a _ revolver. He rushed upon. the 
parlor maid and pressed the revolver to her 
head, at the same time threatening to kill 
the girl. For some reason Shellard did 
not kill her, but concluded to kill himself. 
While she stood paralyzed with fear Shel- 
lard turned away and kneeling down, of- 
fered up a prayer. Then he turned the 
revolver upon himself and fired. The girl 
ran out to summon assistance. When she 
returned with assistance it was found that 
Shellard had cut the throat of his dying 
mistress and lifted her body on the bed. 
He had then laid down beside her and 
both were dead. 

It appears that the murder of Mrs. Whit- 
tle and the suicide of Shellard was the re- 
suit of a liaison between the murderer and 
his victim. The husband of Mrs. Whittle 
is a town counseler residing at Charlton, 
a suburb of Manchester. Shellard had been 
in the service of the parents of Mrs. Whit- 
tle and it was then that an attachment be- 
gan between the pair, which ended in the 
tragedy. At the request of his wife, Mr. 
Whittle took Shellard into his service as 
groom, but on account of evidently improp- 
er relations between the wife and groom, 
Mr. Whittle sent his wife to Gresford. 
Shellard was forty years of age and his 
victim twenty-eight years. 


WADE HAINES MUsT DIE. 
Governor Tillman Will No Longgr Interfere 


in Hia Case. 
Columbia, S: C., May  2.—(Special.)— 


There now seems to be no doubt of the gut 
of Wade: Haines, the young negro who was 
convicted of murdering Miss Florence Horns 
by in this county and who has several times 
been respited by Governor Téliman in the 
belief that he was innocent. The governor 
today announced that he would no longer 
delay the execution, which will take place 
here next Friday. This case has axcited the 
most widespread interest and there is 
hardly a man in Columbia who has been 
of the opinion that the boy was guilty. lor 
several months Detective McMannus, of 
Charleston, has been working on the case 
and his report submitted to the governor 
states that there is no truth in the state- 
ment of Lazarus Field, who made affidavit 
that an old negro on his death bed had told 
him that be had found the bloody clothes 
of a white man who had committed the 
crime of which Haines was charged and 
that all his investigations tend to disprove 
every point made to establish Haines’s iu- 
nocenceé, 

In announcing his decision today Gor- 
ernor ‘Tillman stated that he had given this 
case more patient investigation and careful 
thought than any he had had before him. 
If he is innocent—many believe he is—he is 
the victim of very strange circumstancial 
evidence.

Assassinated. 


THE CASE A MYSTERIOUS ONE, 


As There Seems to Be No Clue to the Mur- 
Sderer—The Killing Created Great Ex- 
citement at Lithia Springs. 


Douglasville, Ga., May 2.—(Special.)— 
One of the most diabolical, cowardly and 
revolting crimes that has ever blackened 
end disgraced the escutcheon of a citizened 
community, occurred last night about 11 
o’clock, just inside the city limits at Lithia 
Springs. 

It was the assassination of W. K. Glover, 
w highly respected citizen of the town. 

It appears that he and several others had 
gathered at a neighbor's house to play cards 
and remained there until a late hour, when 
they dispersed, and all apparently golng to 
their respective houses. 

Glover had, however, gone only a 

. few yards when he was shot from ambush 
and inferring from the wounds received 
met instant « ™ 

Many shots ..cre fired which awakened 
the near neighbors, who were asleep, but 
said they thought very little of it as shoot- 
ing in that community at night was s0 
common. 

He was found this morning fifty feet 
from where he stood, in the dense thicket, 
lying upon his back with his hat in bis 
hand. 

The community became excited beyond 
precedent. The coroner was summoned and 
an autopsy was held. In the investigation 
it was found that seven buckshot had pen- 
etrated his left side, one breaking his arm 
and two entering the back of his head. 

No evidence \7ras adduced that would 
throw any light upon the perpetrators of 
the cowardly deed. The jury’s verdict was 
that he came to his death by shotgun and 
pistol wounds in the hands of unknown par- 
ties and that the same is wilful murder. 

There is as yet no cause assigned for the 
killing. He leaves a wife and eight chil- 
dren and many influential relatives through- 
out the country. 


ThE MURDER OF MR. FRANCIS. 


Feeling Runs High Over It and Speedy 
Juatice is Determined. 

Augusta, Ga., May 2.—(Special.)—The 
full details of the murder of Mr. F. M. 
Francis, of Burke county, as given in a 
letter from Mr. James J. Davis, to The 
Chronicle, stamp the crime as one of the 
most brutal on record. ‘Though the black 
murderer, Sumner Racking, is now safely 
lodged in the Waynesboro jail, the good 
citizens of the community are incensed be- 
yond measure, and have a just right to de- 
mand that there be no delay in the law to 
bring this brute to speedy justice.

County Commissioners of Bibbin Session. 
Floyd Rifles Anniversary—The 
W ork of the Courts. 


Macon, Ga. May 2.—(Special.)}—Engl- 
neers and others at Macon are pleased with 
the news that comes from Savannah that 
Engineer Dan Arden has resumed work on 
the Central railroad, in conformity with the 
order of Judge Speer, directing that he be 
reinstated. This doubtless ends the matter 
and nothing more will be heard on the sub- 
ject. Engineer Arden will be heartily con- 
gratulated «by his fellow employes 
and friends at Macon when they see him. 

There is a rumor afloat in Macon today to 
the effect that Engineer D: A. Lawrence, 
of Columbus, who recently wrote an open 
letter to General Superintendent George 
Dole Wadley, severely criticizing bim for 
his late communication on the engineers 
trouble, has been discharged. The rumor 
further says that Lawrence's disinissal was 
sent by wire, so anxious were the officials 
to remove him for his strong card to Wad- 
ley. On the other hand, it is rumored that 
the letter writer, D, A. Lawrence, 18 hot 
an engineer in the smancriets of the Cen- 
tral road, but is employed on the Columbus 
Southern. It is said, however, that D. A. 
Luwrence has a brother who runs on the 
Columbus and Western, a branch of the 
Central, but had nothing to do with the 
letter, and that neither of them have been 
discharged. At this writing The Constt- 
tution has been unable to see any of the 
officials of the Central who are in position 
to tell the straight of the matter. 

The Constitution is informed by some of 
the engineers of the Central that the offi- 
cials of the road are not complying with 
Judge Speer’s order in reference to keeping 
in force the old contract until a new one is 
framed and approved. They claim that the 
seniority clause is being violated, and the 
matter will be brought to the attention of 
Judge Speer. They state, however, that 
the old contract is being observed which 
makes Wadley station a terminal point for 
through freight trains; that is to say that 
engineers now run only from Macon to 
Wadiey and not through from Macon to 
Savannah. 

Have Not Deposited. 

The time fixed by the reorganization com- 
mittee of the Central road for depositing 
securities, expired last night, ‘but there 
are quite a number of Southwestern rail- 
road stockholders who have not deposited 
their stock and they still insist that they 
will not do so. 

Captain T. B. Hines and Mr. B, A. Han- 
cock, of Brunswick, arrived in the city 
this morning and registered at the Brown 
house. They came here on business con- 
nected with navigation of the Ocmulgee 
river. The immediate object of their mis- 
sion is to arrange to run a pleasure excur- 
slon boat up and down the river. Ulti- 
mately the enearick Transportation Com- 
pany will put a line of freight boats on the 
Ocmulgee, but Captain Hines and Han- 
cock are investigating the excursion boat 
feature of it. They were met this morning 
by Messrs. Morrison, Rogers and George T. 
Harris, the committee from the board of 
trade, and had a conference with them. 
Messrs. Rogers and Harris engaged a row 


about fifteen miles down the river today 
to consult with the captain of the Satilla. 
They were much pleased with their trip 
and think Ocmulgee navigation is a certain- 
ty in the near future. —

Is Boing Indulged in Over the Yerdict of | 


a Jury 
AND ABOUT SUBSEQUENT PUBLICATIONS 


Athens Was Considerably Stirred Up, but 
Everything Is Quiet There Now -In- 
terested People Talk of the Matter, 


Athens, Ga., May 2.—(Special.)—Much 
bas been the talk in Athens today about 
the verdict in the Beusse-Briggs case and 
the sensational story printed in The Augusta 
Chronicle. Nothing else, in fact, has been 
considered worthy of discussion. 

The Chronicle story gave interviews with 
James M. Hamilton, a prominent citizen, 
and one said to have been written by Aldey- 
min Vincent, although his name was not 
attached thereto denouncing the verdict as a 
travesty on justice. The article also inti- 
mated that the jury had been packed and 
that it was a known fact that several mem- 
bers thereof had previously expressed sym- 
pathy for the defendants and hopes that 
they would be acquitted. 

This afternoon all the members of the 
jury that.were in the city held a confer- 
ence. What transpired at that conference 
has not been given to the public, but there 
is considerable talk about damage _ suits, 
though whether any action on that line was 
taken gentlemen who were there refuse to 


bay. 

All day talk of indignation meetings, etc., 
has been indulged in by those who were dis- 
satisfied with the result of the trial, but 
tonight all is quiet and not a murmur is 
heard against the report of the “twelve 
and the release of the accused have had the 
the delicate task of passing on the life and 
liberty of three of their fellow Citizens, 

There is no doubt that sentiment has been 
divided on the Beusse case all the time and 
the failure of the state to make out its case 
and the release of the accused has had the 
effect of crystallizing the opposition and 
whatever may have been the basis of the 
adverse sentiment they have not failed to 
express their opinions today. 

Your correspondent called this evening 
on Messrs Thomas &  Stricklund = = and 
Lumpkin & Burnett, counsel tor the de 
fendants in the Beusse case. 

“What, gentlemen, is the general impres- 
sion upon the public by the verdict of the 
Beusse case?” 1 asked. 

“So far as we have been able to learn 
the verdict meets with general approval. 
We are aware that certuim sensaliolul re- 
ports have been sent out which would in- 
dicate a different state of feeling, but upon 
investigation we find that they are entirely 
without foundation aud purely sensativual, 
There is absolutely no excitement here in 
regard to the matter and our cily is in a 
state of profound repose. ‘The jury 
impaneled to try this cause was one of the 
wost intelligent we have ever known in @ 
murder case and was composed of some of 
the best citizens of our city aud county. 
A large proportion ef them had. no persouai 
acquaintance with the defendants and could 
have had no motive in rendering auy Ver- 
dict save one based on the ljlaw and the 
evidence. ‘Lhe puviic may have been un- 
prepared from umewspaper accounts of the 
dilliculty heretofore given for the verdict 
reudered; but it must be remembered that 
the defendants have at no time attempted 
to try their case in the newspapers, aud 
that all statements published emanated 
from the side of the presecution. It is 
true that owing to these ex parte newspa- 
per articles, public opinion had been array- 
ed against the defendants here and else- 
where, and no attempt was mag by them 
to counteract this prejudice until the final 
trial, at which time the evidence introduced 
for the defense was clear and, convincing 
aml broke down and overwhelmed = the 
state’s case. The case, therefore, tried by 
the jury was a very different ove from 
the case made out by the newspapers. 

“There doubtless is a very limited num- 
ber of people here who are dissatisfied 
with the verdict, but it will be found that 
this element is composed largely of those 
who did not hear the evidence on the 
final trial; of those who have personal 
grievances against ‘tthe defendants, and 
those who had prejudged the case. The 
trial was a fair and impartial one. The 
state selected the jury which was accepted 
by the defense and we doubt not, after 
thorough, careful and conscientious consid- 
eration of the law and evidence, rendered 
their verdict which spoke the truth. The 
defendants have been adjudged not guilty 
by an intelligent and impartial jury of 
the county and in the eyes of all Jaw-abiding 
and right thinking men this should - be 
sufficient and final.” 

Mr. C. Hazelton, who was foreman 
of. ~ jury, when asked for a statement 
said: 

“The jury took an oath that they would 
render a verdict in accordance with the 
evidence and the law as charged by the 
court. They have faithfully discharged 
their duty and havn’t any apology or ex- 
planation to make to the public.”

The City Will Sue a Railroad—A Jury’s

A Jury’s Verdict. 

Last afternoon the jury in the case of 
Dr. William H. Tutt vs. the Hotel Bon 
Air Company, after being out all day 
agreed upon a verdict which was sealed an 
it was opened by the court this morning.

’ One of the biggest public improvements 
‘recommended was the extension of the 
Beaver dam, excavation to Rocky creek, 
under the supervision of Judge Eve. He 
offers to put the county force on the work 
three months in the yeaf, and the city also 
offers to aid with its foree and to furnish a 
competent engineer. The good results of 
this improvement in the health, drainage and 
prevention of overflows are beyond calcu- 
lation. 

The tax estimates for the ensuing year 
were considerably reduced by fully nine 
or ten thousand dollars, and taxpayers will 
be interested in. this fact.

tra charge whatever, thus entailing only the 
expense of icing on the shippers. Hereto- 
fore a fee of $YU per car Was charged ship- 
pers by retrig@ator car Companies whe 
furnished only about $25 to $55 worth of 
refrigeration and if this was not sutticient 
to get the fruit to market in gvod condi- 
tion, why the fruit was allowed to rot. 
Now the Louisville and Nashville people 
come forward, and, through their courtevus 
agent, tenders the shippers 150 of the 
best refrigerator cars that can be gotten 
up free of all expense and will put just as 
much ice in these cars as the shipper or- 
ders put in, which is bound to secure the 
best refrigeration they ever had.

ATLANTA, GA., May 8, 1893. 
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England’s Income Tax. 

In order to make up a deficit of $7,- 
800,000 in the revenue for this year the 
British chancellor of the exchequer has 
increased the income tax from 6 pence 
to 7 pence per pound sterling. This will 
increase the revenue to the extent of 
$8,700,000. 

The income tax in England has va- 
ried from 14 pence in 1854, 16 pence in 
1857, 6 pence in 1892-93 to 2 pence in 
1874-76. When the government wants 
any extra money it is taxed out of the 
people’s incomes. 

No’ British income is taxed unless it 
is over $750. Last year the 6 penny 
tax on incomes yielded $69,250,000, and 
the remainder of the revenue needed 
was collected by means of import and 
excise taxes. Great Britain, as our read- 
ers should know, is not absolutely a 
free trade country. She has a tariff on 
luxuries that yielded $99,000,000 last 
year, but only a few articles pay this 
tax. 

The tax proposed for this country 
will not touch small incomes. It is not 
likely that it will affect any income un- 
der $5,000. The idea is that it should 
be borne by those who can best afford 
it, and whose present enjoyment and 
past monopoly of so many government- 
al favors, with bond holdings exempt 
from taxation, make it just and equita- 
ble that they should pay it, and thus 
make up the loss of revenue that will 
be caused by reducing the tariff to a 
revenue basis. 

Such an income tax should meet with 
no opposition im any quarter. It will 
lighten the burdens of the masses, and 
will not be seriously felt by those who 
in this way will pay their just share of 
the expenses of the government. 


The Case of Boss Buck. 

A correspondent writes to ask if “the 
civil service law is working to keep 
Boss Buck in office?” To do the af- 
fair justice, we do not believe his reten- 
tion is due to any reasonable interpre- 
tation that can be put on that law. It 
is the avowed purpose of the law to 
erect in this republic an office-holding 
class such as has been built up in Great 
Britain, but it does not contemplate a 
retention in office of those who, while 
enjoying the emoluments thereof, make 
a@ display of offensive partisanship. 

The intention of the law is to strip 
everything of partisanship, and to so 
emasculate party spirit and individual 
conviction as to bring them down to 
the barren level of mugwumpery, which 
bears the same relation to politics that 
a morphine-eating agnostic bears to the- 
ology. 

Our correspondent will perceive, there- 
fore, that so offensive a partisan as Co- 
lonel Buck is as objectionable to a gen- 
uine civil service reformer as he is to 
a genuine democrat. We would not 
be understood as criticising Calonel 
Buck because he is an offensive parti- 
san. It is‘*not only his right but his 
duty to be a partisan if his opinions are 
vigorous enough. What we do object 
to is the fact that, as an offensive re- 
publican partisan, he is holding office 
under a democratic administration 
an admfnistration which he violent- 
fy opposed, and which he is not 
in sympathy with. For the same 
reason we should not regard the 
spectacle of a democratic partisan hold- 
ing office under an administration which 
he had sought to defeat by every means 
in his power—we should not regard such 
a spectacle as either lovely or imposing. 

considering everything Colonel Buck 
has been a very lucky man. Circum- 
stances of a very unusual character 
have combined to be kind to him, and 
ne is still able to retain,under a democrat- 
ic administration, the important office 
whose power and influence he employed 
during the last campaign to destroy the 
democratic party in Georgia. 

In the first place, the administration 
was entirely too busy during the first 
fortnight of its organization to devote 
its attention to the case of Colonel Buck. 
Important and powerful as he is as a 
republican boss, his case was overlook- 
ed by Mr. Cleveland, who was engaged 
in the performance of other duties 
equally as important as the removal of 
offensive partisans from office and re- 
placing them with democrats.

The Aluminium Age. 

A brief special in Monday’s Consti- 
tution gave an interesting account of 
the great aluminium industry Low in 
full blast at North Rome. 

It seems that the reduction works at 
this point are the largest in the world, 
and the daily output is two and a half 
tons. Aluminium is the most marvel- 
ous metal in existence. It is extracted 
or reduced from common red clay, and 
our hills contain an inexhaustible supply 
of it. A few years ago it cost $10 a 
pound to produce it, but under a new 
process it is produced for a few cents 
a pound, with a prospect of becoming 
still cheaper. 

Heretofore it has been believed that 
nothing could ever take the place of 
iron, but this beautiful silvery metal is 
easily the superior of iron and steel In 
every respect. It is infinitely lighter 
and stronger, more penetrative than 
steel, and more easily worked... It is 
just the metal that is needed for build- 
ing bridges, railway cars, ships, and 
even houses and all kinds of furniture 
and implements. 

It is very likely that Georgia will be 
one of the great aluminium centers of 
the world. The experts who have pros- 
pected in every section for the best 
bauxite fields are satisfied with those 
found in this state, and especially with 
those in our northern counties. 

The development of this great in- 
dustry and the revolution it will make 
in almost every line of constructive 
work will be a notabe feature of our 
material progress for a long time to 
come, and it cannot fail to give a won- 
derful impetus to our prosperity. The 
new metal, as yet, is a mystery to most 
people, with the exception of scientists 
and experts. The masses generally 
know very little about it, and seem to 
regard it more as a curiosity than any- 
thing else. But we move rapidly in 
these days, and in the course of a few 
years we may expect to see all around 
us the glittering output of our red hills 
taking the place of wood and iron in 
every product of man’s handiwork in 
which beauty, strength, lightness and 
durability are required. 

The aluminium age is here, and it 
promises more for human progress than 
anything that has challenged attention 
for a generation or so, with the excep- 
tion, of course, of electricity. These 
are not fanciful speculations; they are 
solid facts. 


A Worried Contemporary. 

The Springfield Republican is inclined 
to think that the time has come for an 
extra session of congress, and it is led 
to this view by some remarks attributed 
to Mr. Carlisle to the effect that he is 
“opposed to a free use of the govern- 
ment credit at present because it might 
tend to impede any movement for. the 
repeal of the silver purchase act.” 

Of course Mr. Carlisle never said any 
such thing. Whatever else the repub- 
licans and the goldolators may say about 
him, they cannot say that he lacks 
ability or honesty of purpose. This 
particular slander not only credits him 
with a lack of intelligence, but classes 
him as an intriguer, and it is a part 
that he has never played as yet. His 
failure to knuckle to the Wall street 
bond conspirators is responsible for he 
invention which we have quoted. 

Mr. Carlisle does not issue bonds for 
two reasons: First, because there is 
no law for it, and, second, because there 
is no occasion for it. He has destroyed 
utterly the myth that there is something 
sacred about the gold reserve. He has 
not only paid it out freely for green- 
backs, but in order to convince Wall 
street of its folly, has so construed the 
silver purchase act that every dollar of 
the reserve can be railroaded out of 
the treasury at the pleasure of those 
who hold silver notes, Wall street 
never got a blacker eye than Mr. Car- 
lisle has given it. 

The Springfield Republican, we are 
surprised to see, deals with the slander 
against Mr. Carlisle as if it were true, 
but says that there ought to be an extra 
session of congress at once. We agree 
with our contemporary that congress 
ought to be called together at once. It 
is a co-ordinate branch of the govern- 
ment, and it would be well for those 
who are making such tremendous ef- 
forts to dislocate our currency system 
to find out in an authoritative way what 
the representatives of the people think 
about the situation. 

As to the repeal of the Sherman law, 
that can be brought about as soon as 
congress meets, provided the gold sharks 
and the money lenders are willing to as- 
sent to substitute legislation in the in- 
terests of the people for whose use and 
benefit the currency is supposed to be 
issued. 3 

But all talk about forcing the repeal 
by delay or by any other method than 
that which provides for substitute legis- 
lation is nonsense. The more the wreck- 
ers and the money sharks show their 
teeth the more settled the purpose of 
the people’s representatives will become. 
Gold can be sent to a premium any 
day that the northeastern gold bugs de- 
sire it. The track is clear for them. 
They have it in their power to create a 
panic. But the people are not to be 
turned from their firm purpose, and, in 
the end they will triumph.

State Banks of Issue. 

If the democratic platform is to be 
carried out as thoroughly as the people 
desire the democratic majority in con- 
gress should be prepared to repeal the 
10 per cent prohibitory tax on the circu- 
lation of state banks. The recommenda- 
tion to this effect made by the demo- 
cratic party at Chicago amounts to a 
command to the majority in congress, 
and it is regarded by the people as a 
definite and an important feature of 
the programme of financial relief and 
reform. 

The repeal of this tax will open a 
new and an inviting field to those insti- 
tutions, which operating under the na- 
tional banking laws, have been com- 
pelled to contract and -call in their 
notes because the basis of circulation— 
government bonds—has become too cost- 
ly to yield a profit. In order to take 
advantage of the criculation clause, the 
banks are compelled to lock up in the 
treasury as much money as their cur- 
rency circulation amounts to, and the 
benefit to the people and to business 
is inappreciable. 

Whenever the statement is made that 
the people need more money, the north- 
eastern financiers are in the habit of 
parading the fact that it is credit and 
not money that transacts the business 
of. the country. We are told that 92 
per cent of all business transactions 
represent credit, while only 8 per cent 
represents cash. The northeastern 
financiers deal in such smooth state- 
ments and opinions that it is difficult 
to say whether they regard government 
notes as cash or credit. We presume 
they would say a bank draft represents 
credit, but it is as close to cash as a 
treasury note. 

However, leaving such considerations 
out of view, we are led to believe that 
credit is regarded by these financiers 
as a very big thing. The fact is im- 
portant, for it becomes, when rightly 
understood and applied, an important 
argument in favor of state banks of 
issue. If credit is of such importance 
in the business world, why should it not 
be utilized in the south and west for all 
it is. worth. In the northeast a system 
of trade and commercial credits has 
been built up which practically abDolish- 
es cash. It has been buit up to fit the 
conditions of trade and commerce there, 
and it disposes of many troublesome 
and cumbersome problems. 

This being the case, why should not 
the people of the south and west, or 
wherever there is a chronic.scarcity of 
cash, and a consequent depression of 
business energies, be permitted to es- 
tablish a system whereby: their own 
credit may be utilized and profitably 
employed? What safer or more con- 
venient shape can this credit take than 
state bank notes based on local bonds 
or some other available and convertible 
security ? If this form of credit is 
satisfactory to any state or section, 
what right have New York or Boston 
financiers to protest against its employ- 
ment? There is plenty of money in 
these cities and in other financial cen- 
ters to the north of us, but that fact 
doesn’t help the situation here a par- 
ticle. A man who has plenty of money 
within reach is apt to conclude that 
there is inflation {n the land; but what 
right has he to protest or even to in- 
dulge in criticism, when a person less 
favorably situated proposes to tide over 
hard times by utilizing his credit? 

We can never hope to understand the 
eminent financial writers who in one 
breath extol credit, and, in the next, 
declare that a form of it as old as com- 
merce itself, is in the nature of wild- 
catisin. ° 


The Law and the Railroads. 

Tn his letter, printed in yesterday's 
Constitution, Chairman Trammell, of 
the railroad commission, takes up the 
recent card of Mr. G. Gunby Jordan, 
and says: 

As to the inimical legislation referred to by 
Mr. Jordan, I have only this to say, that I 
have no sort of doubt but what the people 
of Georgia are entirely satisfied with the 
law which requires the railroads to pay taxes 
as other people do, and with the law which 
requires the railroads to build crossings 
where they have destroyed or rendered im- 
passable wagon roads, just as any citizen 
would have to do; and also with the law re- 
quiring the railroads to provide proper depot 
facilities for the convenience and comfort 
of the patrons of the road, and for the 
safety and protection of commodities shipped 
over their roads, and that the many other 
acts of the legislature of which Mr. Jordan 
complains of. being inimical and oppressive 
to the railroads, but which seem to me to be 
as just and proper, and those specially re. 
ferred to. 

it strikes us that Mr. Jordan and 
other railroad. men, when they speak 
of inimical legislation, are not referring 
to the requirements of our laws in the 
matter vf crossings, bridges, depot fa- 
cilities, and a just and proportionate 
share of taxes. “The existing laws of 


| Georgia are not of such a character as 


to justify the apprehension and uneasi- 
ness: so generally felt in railroad cir- 
cles, and it is probable that this feeling 
is caused, not so much by our legislation 
actually embodied in the form of stat- 
tutes, as by the dread of extreme legis- 
lation, inspired by efforts of the past. 
This is a reasonable surmise, and it 
must. be admitted that in the recent 
ast some of the legislation proposed 
and discussed was wyell-calculated to 
alarm those having investments in rail- 
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vored of injustice and oppression in this 
matter. With a railroad commission, 
equal in publie spirit, integrity and abil- 
ity to any in the country, there is no 
good reason why the legisature should 
be constantly tampering with the rail- 
road problem. The differences be- 
tween the public and our transporta- 
tion lines would be satisfactorily ad- 
justed if left to the commission, and in 
point of fact that body was organized 
with this purpose in view. 

Let the commission go ahead and do 
its work without any further legislative 
railroad tinkering and all will be well. 
But it will unsettle and alarm other 
business interests besides those of rail- 
roads, if some of our lawmakers ‘con- 
tinue at each session of the general as- 
sembly to formulate bills whose practi- 
cal operation would bankrupt the roads 
and cause capital and enterprise to re- 
fuse to cross our borders. 

We have good laws at present and a 
good railroad commission. Why not 
let well enough alone, and avoid any 
fanciful experiments?

NEW YORK, May 2—Liverpool responded to the 
improved tone of our market by buying 7,009 bales of 
cotton and an advance of 4@5-tid in the arrival mar- 
ket. At the close « portion of this advance was lost, 
and the tone was called steady for the near and barely 
steady forthe distant positions. The increased takings 
of spinners today is an indication that they failed to 
replace their sales of Saturday last by purchases of 
contracts, and are now in the market for their daily 
consumption unless prices should again give way. Our 
cables siate that spinners are disposed to buy slowly, 
and with any steadiness in our market they look fora 
further improvement abroad. The market here opened 
steady at 5@6 points advance over last evening and 
slowly improved until August contract sold at 8.83, 

m which point thece has been a recession under the 
ose of Liverpool and realizivg sales to 7./4. A quan- 
tity of cotton which was bought yesterday and on Sat- 
urday was resold today to secure profits on the recent 
advance. There is a change in the tone of the market 
which would develop into a feeling in favor of cotton 
were the financial situation to become”brighter. The 
movement at the ports continues to be less than last 
wéek and last year; and, although the market receded 
under realizing sales today, there are indications of a 
buying demand at about these figures. Crop accounts 
are not so good. We have received complaint from 
Georgia and Arkansas of damage from the recent 
rains. Our Arkansas telegram from Little Rock states 
as follows: ‘Danger line at Memphis 33 feet; now $3}. 
Danger line at Helena 37 feet; now 42. Danger line at 
Vicksburg 41 feet; now 41.4. Maximum at Little Rock 
last year 27.9; now 23.4 with a rise corm ing of7 to8. The 
signal service estimates water will be at least half a foot 
higher than last year.” We have a later telegram from 
this correspondent stating that the river is now falling. 
Should the river go over its banks, and a repetition of 
last year’s flood occur, disastrous results would follow 
from the overflow of the bottoms. Cotton is gradually 
being picked up for export from this market, and stocks 
are slowly running down. The selection of desirable 
cotton for export purposes is diminishing and checks 
the otherwise active traders. During the aiternoon 
heavy realizing sales were the order of the day, and as 
the buying ordcrs failed to absorb the free otferings of 
cotton prices sagged, and the close was at the lowest 
prices of the day, or 7.63@7.69 for August. It seems 
Gifficult to explain the loss in our market today upon 
any other theory than that the long cotton has been 
heid in weak hands.

NEW YORK, May 2-—Further reports about the prob- 
able overflow and rising of the rivers in the south 
caused some local buying and large covering by shorts.

CHICAGO, May 2—The center of interest on *change 
today was May deliyery. On v about 2,600,030 of wheat 
went around, It ail seemed to have been provided for, 
and there was no pressure to dispose o: it. 
ofthe May delivered nally rested with Eggleston, who 
represented the Cudahy clique. Armour is said to 
have sent out nearly 1,000,c00 bushcls, which went to 
Eggieston, The fact that there was no pressure to sel! 
May and the constant talk of the drought in Europe, 
the avsence of any rain of importance in Kansas and 
continued backwardness in the northwest were all 
strong iactors. Tlie clique. besides getting nearly all 
the cars delivered, bought freely of July and Septem- 
ber. The market turacd weaker during the last hour, 
influenced by an increase of 156,009 bushe!s in the visi- 
ble supply, where a large decrease had been expected, 
A reaction ensued, however, just ut the close, and the 
market closed firm.

Deliveries were 
estiméted at about 400,000 tu 519,000 bushels, a good 
deal of which was taken by shippers, and this, together 
with an apparent better demund for the cash article 
formed the early tendency to siiffen up values ail 
around. Stocks are said to be low iu New York, and 
offerings at western points quite moderate, 

There was a good business in oats in the way of 
changing from May to June and July by elevator peo- 
ple. A firmer feeling prevailed in sympathy with 
wheat and corn, and prices advanced %@5;¢ aboye 
Saturday’s close, and after a slight recession cigsed 
strong at about the top figures. 

The provision market opened with a whoop ata big 
advance in prices since Saturday. The hog receipts 
were only 12,000, and the market for them was reported 
to be firmer at a little higher prices. That of itself 
would not account for the revival of the bullish tone 
whieh on Saturdvy last seemed to be on the wane. The 
continued Colorado rains which killed of the young 
pigs a year ago apparently are having their counter- 
part this season with a similar regult. That, together 
with the small stocks, makes the speculative position 
seem an exceedingly strong one, and would easily ac- 
count for the readiness of short sellers to take alarm 
upon any display of aggressive tactics by the bulls. 
The highest prices of the day were realized near the 
opening, but closing quotations show a good portion 
of the early advance still sticking to the market. The 
gains since Saturday are from 224@3/14c in pork, from 
124s@20c in lard, 124g in July and September ribs.

All About the Sale of the Atlenta and 
Florida Yesterday, and a Word 
About Its Reorganization. 


- Now that the Atlanta and Florida rail- 


road has been sold there are many inter- 
esting rumors in railroad circles about the 
future manipulation of the property. 

It is talked that indications point to not 
only a perfect reorganization of the @m- 
pany but to a combination with some other 
road to form a trunk line of no small pro- 
portions. 

The recent movements of the Central 
Trust Company of New York, in seeking 
@ reorganization of the Marietta and North 
Georgia, the buying in of the Atlanta and 
Florida by the bondholders in conjunction 
with the Central Trust, and the rumored 
propositions to extend the Atlanta and 
Florida further southward so as to secure 
@ connecting link in Florida—all these 
things seem to mean something on the 
dead quiet to the railroad men, and they 
are making no bones about declaring openly 
that in their opinions the Marietta and 
North Georgia and Atlanta and Florida 
roads will be linked in a great combina&- 
tion to form a splendid line from the west 
to the extreme south. 

It seems to be no longer a secret that 
the Atlanta and Florida is going to be 
aroused from its lethargy of financial stag- 
ation. It was not known until recently that 
there would be a bid on the road. It was 
thought that by reason of a failure to se- 
cure the minimum bid of $500,000 there 
would be no sale. But it was learned re- 
cently from New York that the bondholders 
would make the necessary bid and take 
the road if there should be no other bid- 
ders in the field. 

This was told in The Constitution yes- 
terday and developed at the sale when 
the bidding was declared open. 

The fact that the bondholders did buy 
the road and that they wanted it serves 
to encourage the belief that some combina- 
tion with another road is in the air. ‘Taken 
in connection with the late movements by 
the same parties to get the Marietta and 
North Georgia, which has likewise also 
been in the hands of a receiver for some 
time, reorganized and started with new 
life, this may mean something definite as 
to rhe rumored linking of the two roads. 

It is very well known by all who know 
anything about the Atlanta and KF lorida’s 
history that the great trouble with the road 
has been that it had no southern outlet. 
The road was built with the view to mak- 
ing it what its name indicates—a line from 


Atlanta_direct to Florida. The surveys 
were made with this idea in mind, but 
the money gave out and the 
fead was stopped at Fort Valley, 


Valley to which point it has been running 
out of Atlanta since its construction. 
Give the road an extension that will put it 
into some Florida city with diverging con- 
nections and it is a great piece of property, 
go the railroad people think. 

Combine it with some northern or west- 
ern line—the Marietta and North Georgia, 
for instance—and it is at once one of the 
most desirable trunk lines in the southern 
states. 

If the two roads should be connected it 
will put Atlanta as the central point of one 
of the greatest south and west lines in the 
Jower half of the country. The Marietta 
and North Georgia has two branches to the 
northwest. It runs to Kvoxville direct and 
also to Murpher, N. C. Coming on to At- 
lanta from Marietta, a distance of about 
twenty miles, and connecting with the At- 
lanta and Florida for a hundred and five 
miles, to Fort Valley. and then extending 
to some more southerly city with fine eon- 
nections, the combination will be complete 
with but little railroad building, 

Whether the combination, as rumored, 
wil] ever he secured is a matter for the fu- 
ture to evolve. but it seems certain that the 
Atlanta and Florida wil] be entended. 

Details of the -ale. 


As stated in The Constitution yesterday, 
the sale of the Atlanta and Florida occur- 
red before the county courthouse door at 
11 o’clock.- 

Mr. Steve Johnson was auctioneer, and 
when he -togk the stand there were many 
representative citizens about the steps of the 
courthouse. He read the decree of sale from 
the courts emphasizing the latter pert of it 
which related to the terms of the sale as 
follows: 

kh. Said above described property shall sell 
for a sum not less than $500,000. which is 
fixed by the court as a minimum price at 
which said property small be sold. 

2. Of the purchase money, not less than 
$100.000 shall be paid by the purchaser or 

urchasers in cash or by certified check on 

ay of sale, the remainder of the-purchase 

money to be paid when the court confirms 
the sale and by its receiver executes and 
delivers a deed to the property hereby sold. 

3. It ig further ueowtded for in the order of 
gale by the court that the bondholders under 
the mortgage or deed of trust executed by 
the Atlanta and Florida Railroad Company 
to the Centra! Trust Company, of New York, 
of date of November 1, 1889, to secure the 
bonds issued, wherein the Central Trust Com- 
pany, of New York, ig named as trustee for 
the bondholders, have the authority and priv- 
jlege to bid on and purchase said above de- 
scribed property and pay for same with the 
bonds or past due coupons on same, as above 
described, provided should a bondholder or 
bondholders become the purchaser, they shall 
pay to said receiver on the dav of sale, in 
cash, or by certified check, $100,000 in cash, 
to ~~ held subject to the further order of this 
court. 

That for the remainder of the purchase 
money above the amount so required to he 
paid in cash at the time of sale—should the 
said property be purchased by bondholder or 
bondholders, as above described—the receiver 
will receive any of the past due coupons 
and bonds secured by the aforesaid mortgage 
or deed of trust, bearing date November 1, 
1889. as is provided in order of sale, of date 
April 3, 1893. by superior court of VWytton 
county, Georgia. 

Judge Tumpkins Makes the Bid, 


Judge Henry Tompkins made the bid on 
the road for Adam Dentenhoffer, of New 
York. chairman of the board of reorgani- 
gation, 

Dentenhoffer is the man who originally 
held the bonds of the Atlanta and Florida, 
and who placed them in the hands of ihe 
Central Trust Company as trustee. 

The bid that Judge Tompkins made was 

000, which was the minimum bid al- 
wed by the decree of sale by the courts. 

One hundred thousand dollars of the mon- 
ey was paid down in cold cash, The road 
was sold by a decfee that was taken from 
the courts by the state of Georgia for the 
taxes of the road, amounting: to several 
thousand dollars. 

The Koad in the Future. 


The Atlanta and Florida is in the hands

for the road since he took charge and all of 
the officers have made good reports, showing 
that so far as the operation of the road 
Was concerned, it could not have been in 
better hands.

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WEATHER CROP BULLETIN. 


Showing the Weather for tne Week and the 
Condition of Crops. 

Washington, May 2.—This is the third con- 
secutive cold and unfavorable week through- 
out the principal wheat and corn producting 
States. The week was unusually cold in 
the states of the upper Missouri and. Mis- 
sissippi valleys where the daily tempera- 
ture ranged from five to fifteen degrees 
below the normal, and closed with freez- 
ing weather but, however, the indications 
are for more favorable weather during the 
week. 

The temperature was slightly below the 
average from the lake region eastward, 
while it was warmer than usual generally 
throughout the southern states east of the 
Mississippi. Lxcessive rains occurred dur- 
ing the week over the central valleys, in- 
cluding the entire winter wheat region, 
the northern part of the gulf’s states and 
the southern portion of the spring wheat 
region. The rainfall was unusually heavy 
in the céntral Mississippi and Ohio valleys, 
interfering materially with farm work 
in the prneipal agricultural states. Con- 
siderable injury has resulted from floods 
and severe local storms throughout the 
west. There was also excessive moisture 
in the northern portion of the cotton region, 
‘where the land is too wet to work, and fears 
are expressed of an overtlow in the lower 
Mississippi. Considerable acreage of oats 
and wheat is reported under water in Ili- 
nois, and the indications are that. consider- 
able injury to farming interests from high 
waters Wil result in the states of the lower 
Measissippi and lower Ohio valleys, in the 
lawlands near the rivers. 

Special Telegraphic Reports. 

Mississippi.—Conditions very favorable 
except heavy rains at close of the week, 
which were injurious; some cotton replant- 
ing; other crops doing well: fears of over- 
flow in bottom lands along the river: some 
damage from deep water in the delta, 

l~uisiana—Good growiug weatber, and 
farm wark well advanced; crops generally 
good; cotton being scraped; general im- 
provement. 

Texas—General rains have improved 
prospects for cotton and corn; except over 


the northwest portions, where more rain 
is needed; cooler weather has retarded the 


growth of vegetation; wheat and oats short 
and in placés are being cut for hay. 
Arkansas—Excessive rains caused high 
water in all streams, doing much damage; 
cooler; corn not doing well. 
‘Tenunessee—Rains have delayed farm 
work; conditions favorable to growth of all 
crops, much corn and early cotton being 
replanted; potatoes recovering from effects 
frost; wheat and grasses excellent. 
Kentucky—All farm work suspended; 
corn damaged from washing; tobacco plants 
slightly injured; wheat, oats and rye fine. 


WEATHER SYNOPSIS AND FORECAST. 


With a persistency that is frequently the 
ease with gulf storms, one remained nearly 
Stationary over the gulf yesterday and was 
the cause of considerable rainfall over most 
of the southern states except Texas. lu 
any sections the rainfall was quite heavy. 
Vicksburg reported over an inch and a half, 
Montgomery over an inch, and Mobile the 
excessive rainfall of nearly three inches. 

The storm area still occupied a threaten- 
ing position last night, with its center off 
the middle guif coast, and unsettled weather 
Will probably continue through at least a 
portion of today in Georgia and adjoining 
States. 

Fair weather generally prevailed yesterday 
in the states west of the Mississippi valley, 
aiso in the lake region and near the north 
Atlantic coast. 

The weather ws% rather cool during a 
portion of y@sterday in the gulf states, but 
last night temperatures were about normal 
again. Seasonable temperatures are pre- 
vailing in nearly all other sections of the 
country. 

For Georgia today: Unsettled, followed 
by clear weather by afternoon or night; no 
decided change in temperature.

Forgiven Katie Cline, who is the pretty 
young girl taken from Fannie Price’s house 
on Collins street and who at first gave her 
name as Katie Page, returned to her home 
at West Point, Ga., with her father, A. J. 
Cline, of that place yesterday afternoon 
at 4 o’clock. 

The tender-hearted young woman wept 
while she told the story of her shame to 
the father who had always trusted and who 
now was willing to forgive her and forget 
the past and when the honest-faced gray- 
haired man took her into his arms and for- 
gave her both wept like children. It would 
have fared bad for the seducer of the young 
woman if he had appeared upon the scene 
just as that affecting little incident was oc- 
curring. 

Mr. Cline started for Atlanta immediately 
after receiving Chief Connolly's telegram 
and reached here yesterday just before noon. 
He is somewhat past middle aged and is a 
substantial looking man. He is fairly well- 
to-do and is highly respected at his home in 
est Point where he has formerly been en- 
gaged in the business of cotton buying. He 
Was Overcome with astonishment and morti- 
fication at the news contained in Chief Con- 
nolly’s telegram. ss 

Katie, aged sixteen, is the idol of his 
home, and it was his purpose to give her 
a finished education and fit her for good so- 
ciety. To this end he sent her to the La- 
Grange Female college, which she attended 
for a time and at which she made a good 
record for scholarship and for decorum. 
While going from her home to school she met 
M. I. Harrington, formerly a United States 


route agent and she says he caused her 
ruin. It was through him, aceording to her 


story, that she was induced to deceive her 
parents, write lies to them and finally run 
away from school and enter upon an aban- 
doned and dissolute career. 5 

Harrington, it seems, paid one or two Vis- 
its to the young girl at her home in West 
Point and was well received. He saw a 
good deal of her between her Lome and the 
school and made unremitting love to her. 
Finally about March 38d she left the sthool 
in company with Harrington and came to 
Atlanta, stopping here for a few days at 
the Georgia house. While here she wrote to 
her parents that she had married Harrington 
and would return home in a few weeks. Af- 
ter stopping here for some time the girl and 
her lover went to Augusta, where she stayed 
in a disreputable house for a fortnight. 
Then back to Atlanta she came, going to 
Fannie Price’s, where she was found. 

Through despair the young girl has become’ 
hardened and says she has no 
desire to live. She has eaten but little since 
she came to Atlanta, saying that she was 
going to starve herself to death. Yesterday 
when her father met her with a smiling face 
she cheered up considerably. 

Mr. Cline says that the betrayer of his 
daughter will pay dearly for the wrong he 
has done. He did not say so, but the inti- 
mation was that he would deal violently 
with the young man when the two meet. 
He carried his daughter home and will at- 
tend to her betrayer in the future. 

The young woman has deceived her pa- 
rents. Once since running off with her 
lover she has returned to West Point to see 
her parents and after a brief stay came 
back to Atlanta to be with her. husband, 
as she said.

The story which Miss Cline persisténtly 
told as to her being a pupil of LaGrange 
Female college, according to gentlemen 
who have arrived from the place, is not 
true, 

Mr. George T. Dallas was in the city 
yesterday. Said he: : 

“When I read the statement that the 
girl was a student of LaGrange Female 
college ] went to see her. 1 readily recog- 
nized her as one who had never been a 
day in that or any other LaGrange school. 
When a small child she lived in LaGrange. 
Sf she wetn to school at all, it was some- 
where else.”’ 

Others sustain Mr. Dallas in his denial 
that the girl had ever been ga student in 
LaGrange.

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COLONEL LIVINGSTON FEELS AT HOME. 


He Was Stationed at Savannah Once—Two 
Hundred and Twenty Depart, Three 
' Hundred Arrive. 


It was a busy scene out at Fort McPher- 
son yesterday. 

Early in the morning the batteries of the 
Fourth artillery, whose orders were to go to 
Washington, filed out and formed a line at 
the sound of the drum. They were wheeled 
into a line and marched to the train in haste. 

They went on to Washington by way of 
the Richmond and Danville railroad. They 
were under command of Colonel Clossen, 
who will hereafter be stationed with the 
Fourth artillery at the Washington post. 

In the meantime the Third artillery was 
on its way to the grounds to take the place 
of the Fourth. Thus with both of the di- 
visions going and coming it is easy to see 
what a scene of action among the soldiers it

was. There was never such a change of 
base at Fort McPherson. 

About three hundred men came marching 
into the great gates as the train rolled up to 
the httle depot and abou two hundred and 


twenty went marching out. Que hundred 
and twenty had gone opt of the fort the 
day before. 

Wien the new soldiers reached the grounds 
and looked over the tield all covered with 
green and bright with the little white and 
purple flowers of early spring their counte- 
nances lighted up and they smiled happily 
at the vision. 

The grounds at McPherson post are at 
their best just at this season of the year. 
The grass fairly covers the ground and the 
white clover blossoms blooming in profusion 
as far as the eye can see lend a gratifying 
contrast to the green of the picture. It is a 
beautiful place -and the soldiers who have 
lived there in the past vears have learned 
to love it as their cherished home very 
dearly, indeed 

When the new soldiers had marched into 
the grounds they were dismissed from ranks 
‘and turned loose into their mew ficld of ‘pas- 


tures green. Int then came a distressing 
problem—the baggage train had not yet 
arrived. This was a serious matter. Any-

body who has ever served in the army knows’ 


what it is to have the baggage to get be 
hind. There they were in their new quar- 
ters with not a chauge of clothing, net a 
bed in its place, not a stove iv the kitchen 
upor which to cook even a rude little dinner, 
not a clean cojlar to put around their travel- 
Stained throats—iu fact nothing to make 
them feel at home. 

(Colonel Livingston, who, by the way, is one 
of the best hearted men in the army and 
who can stand many inconveuiences with the 
patieuce of a Job, was as impatient as he 
used to be to get into ihe thickest of the 
baithe when the smoke from the enemy's 
guns was beiching torth in stifling gusts 
over the field. 

“What is your opinion of the baggage 
train?’ asked some weary soldier of the 
colonel as he paced to and fro impatiently 
in front of his house winch is No. 10 on 
tiie block. 

“Don't ask me of my opinion of that 
train, = Was the quick and emphatic reply. 

‘l never curse, sir, and hence cannot ex- 
press my opimion,.”’ 

Lhe svldiers stunuing around all smiled 
aud looked at each other in mutual admira- 
tion vf the colonel’s wit aud humor. Cer- 
tainly, if there ever is a time when swear- 
ing is excusable, it is wheu the soldiers of 
an army have to wait for their baggage. 

It was getting on nearly towards the 
vesper hour of twilight when the baggage 
arrived. it had come to Atlanta on a spe- 
cial train Consisting of abvut seventeen 
cars and Was hurried through on the same 
schedule as the passenger train had come, 
but there was hecessarily some delay 
about. the freight in passing the depots itt 
Atlanta. 

Immediately, the soldiers fell to work 
putting the houses of the officers in shape. 
Phie air was full of shouts of - command 
here and there, and wagon loads of bed 
clothing, cooking utensils and the like were 
hurried over the green’ lawns of the post. 
The families of the officers were as busy 
as bees settling things down to a degree of 
temporary comfort m the houses. 

The young people went strolling on the 
green late in the afternoon just as though 
they had been there all their lives, and were 
as familiar with the walke and rural lanes 


as the soldiers who had just left the field.. 


Pretty girls and handsome. lieutenants were 
scattered here a there over the green 
clover, the regaling tints of the young girls’ 
spring dresses and the blue and red of the 
officers’ uniforms blending beautifully with 
the verdant hues of the great lawns.

His friends in 
the army were talking to him vesterday 
about his record, whieh is a thrilling one.

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: Judge Newman Decides That Redwine Is 


Not Obliged to Talk. 


ANOTHER TRUE BILL WAS FOUND. 


It Was Against Redwine,as Usual, Again. 
The Grand Jury Has Adjourned. 
Other Court Matters. 


The United States grand jury adjourned 
yesterday afternoon as soon as they found 
a, true bill against Redwine, but not until 
it was discovered by that honorable body 
that Lewis Redwine could not be made to 
testify. 3 

The hearing of the rule nisi had been 
set for 10 o'clock in the morning, but it 
was nearly 11 o’clock before Judge New- 
man was ready to give it a hearing. It 
was supposed by many that Redwine would 
necessarily be present and in consequence 
there was a number of onlookers in the 
courtroom. Redwine, however, much to 
the disappointment of the curious, failed 
to put in an appearance. 

Colonel Nat Hammond, who conducted 
the defense, argued that at least the fourth 
one of the questions propounded Redwine 
would necessarily tend to criminate him if 
he answered. He produced authority after 
authority, and cited the celebrated Council- 
man case, showing that a witness, under 
such circumstances, was not bound to tes- 
tify. 

“If a witness were to waive his consti- 
tutional privileges and begin to testify,” 
said Colonel Hammond, “he would be com- 
pelled to submit to a full cross-examina- 
tion.lf he states a part he must tell all 
he knows. We instructed Redwine not to 
begin to answer, and we are told that he 
claimed his privilege. I hardly think it 
necessary, after having cited the authority 
l have, to make much argument, and will 
let the matter rest on the merits of the 
decisions upon which I base our defense. 
However, I am glad that Lewis Redwine 
has the opportunity to state under oath 
that he desires not to testify before the 
grand jury, and clatms his right.” 

“Lewis Redwine is in contempt of court,” 
said Captain Jackson, “if he is withholding 
any legal testimony from the grand jury. 
Here is a person who is in the custody of 
the law and who-is in possession ef val- 
uable facts, saying that he will not answer 


any question propounded upon any subject } 


whatsoever. 

“He is simply defying the law. 

“He is willing to give this evidence to the 
president of the bank, and to the cashier 
of the bank, and to any person except 
these having the proper authority. Now 
take the first question, ‘What was the 
amount of the loan by the Gate City bank 
to W. H. Patterson, on the 18th of Febru- 
ary last? Who made those loans?’ ‘This 
question would not tend to criminate him.” 

“Hiow do you know,” asked Judge New- 
man, “‘whether or not it would criminate 
Redwine?” 

“As special counsel for the United 
States,” replied Captain Jackson, “I state 
that by answering this question he would 
not criminate. himself.” 

“Now about the fourth question,” con- 
tinued Captain Jackson. “The answer to 
this would tend to protect him rather than 
otherwise: ‘What oflticer of the bank, if 
any, directed that no entry should be made 
upon the books of the bank of the payment 
of the check drawn by Tom Cobb Jackson 
on said bank, dated the 14th of July, and 
here exhibited to you.’ He seemed willing 
to state a great deal to others. It is a mat- 
ter of general knowledge that he has made 
a number wf statements,” 

“As IT understand it,” interpolated Judge 
Newman, “there are certain questions that 
he wouldn't answer, but you insist that he 
should reply.” 

“Well,” replied Captain Jackson, “the 
attitude of this witness is this: He declines 
to answer any question ou any conceivable 
subject, and he has so stated. Outside of 
the president of the bank he knows more 
about the loans and discounts of the bank 
than any other person.” 

Judge Newman Kenders His Discision. 


As soon as Captain Jackson concluded 
his argument, the Judge began to deliver his 
opinion in a very clear, succinct statement 
of his opinion. 

“Lewis Kedwine is indicted,” said Judge 
Newman, “for the very thing embodied in 
the fourth question. He has the right to 
decline to testify if his answers would make 
a link in the chain of evidence. The answer 
of the defense sets forth that he is resting 
under three indictments at present. 
have no_doubts about the matter; I do not 
think that he can be compelled to answer. 
I felt that 1 was doing wrong when I is- 
sued this rule. I have this opinion, and 
have had it all the time, in regard to the 
constitutional rights of a witness. 

“I don’t seo how 1 can compel him to 
testify; the rule is discharged.” —

The answer says that once before and as 
defendant believes before any true bill was 
found against bim he was taken from the 
jail of k‘ulton county, where he was and is 
still in prison, at the instance of the United 
States and carried before the grand jury 
without the knowledge of hig counsel, and 
he is informed, afid he did then and there 
answer certain questions which were pro- 
pounded to him before his right or privileges 
dad been explained to him. After:
